words about the Chinese aud Clanesn 
Slavery, for the coolie sjstem of labor 
should be called no nikler name.— 
These poor sons ot Shem tiiat pass be- 
fore ray eyes every dat, evcite in me 
even more commiserattou than do the 
negroes, for I sometime^ think that per- 
haps after all, the latcrpnay have been 
saved frombeingsacrifitcdtothe "Great 
Custom" in Africa, witi which travelers 
in that benighted regitn have tuade us 
familiar of late years,'and that their 
condition as slaves hep. if not improv- 
ed, is no worse than L would be, at 
the meicy of the hoiile and savage 
tribes who make war'upon and take 
them captives in tbei: own country. 
But the poor Chinese, induced by pro- 
mises of high wages and regal tare, 
leave their countrj for a short time, as 
they s'ippo->c, to do ligH service in a 
tbieign land; the pleasing picture of a 
speedy fortune and a prompt return to 
their native soil is pi evented to their 
fancy, and without :inj. misgiyings 
they trust themselves, to tne uncertain 
long and tedious \oyage ot four or five 
months, and after half ciioutnnaviga- 
ting the globe they are'sot down in 
Cuba, to find in a very s;ioit time all 
their pleasing anticipations destroyed, 
—to discover, in a word, that they 
have been wickedly, shamelessly, IIII-H 
erably deceived, and that nothing but 
an almost hopeless life ot' bondage is 
before them. 
They are parceled out, 


sold at iiivv prices, and distributed over 
the island wheie they are put to all 
kinds of labor the same .is the negro 
slaves, and in many instances are.treat- 
ed just as badly 
They ire sold'for a 


term of eight years, at ihffeient [rices, 
according to age and sounrlnes* and 
this sale is called a contmrt, as ttoiigh 
the Chinese were willing paitics to it! 
Four dollars a month i(> allowed them 
by law for their labor, vv ith ration? — 
But very few of them are able >o lay

are alwa}s kept in servitude. 


The people of Cuba long since began 


to complain of the introduction of cool- 
ies, as :t calamity to the country, and 
have protested against any fmther im- 
portations, but the home government 
does uot seem to pay any attention to 
the remonstrance for there is much 
money to be made, in the traffic. 
It is 


granted that some planters, by the em- 
ployment of coolies, may have been 
able to produce larger c'rops of sugar- 
cane, that railroad companies may have 
been able to procure cheaper labor, that 
sonic cigar factories may have been 
benefited by them, and that in other in- 
stances individual interests may have 
been subserved; "but"," says Las'NoVe- 
dades, a paper published in Madrid, '-if 
we take a more extended aud gcueial 
\ iew of the matter, on the ground of 
morality, justice and the legitimate in- 
tcresta of the Island, we must repeat 
again that Asiatic emigration is a ca- 
lamity to the country."
